"Ijeutenant Peary's party," ha said, j 


"passed the winU'" at Ktah, on Smith's 
cound, near the spot where Dr. Hayei 
bad his winter quarters in 1800, and not 
far from ths scene of the Greely disiaster. 
In February and March of this year 
Fort Magnesia, our winter house at Bed- 
ford, on Pym isand, was thrice visited 
by members of his expedition. 
On the 


first occasion Dr. Hansen's party came, 
on the second under Dr. Dederick, and 
later Lieutenant Peary himself in com- 
mand of a sledging party. 


"He reported that about 10 months 


previous ha had met Sverdrup In tha 
Kane basin, north of. Smith's 
sound. 


From conversations, I elicited that some 
feeling had been engendered between 
Lieutenant Peary and Svexdrup, tha 
former rather resenting the letter's in- 
trualon tato ground which, for explor- 
ing purposes, tha American was Inclined 
to regurd as his own. 


"Sverdrup's party had thoroughly ex- 


plored th» Ellesmere hinterland, map- 
ping out a region, that wa« hitherto a 
blank on the charts*. Many of Sverdrup's 
flags were seen, by us. 


"In the course of our hunting expedi- 


tions in thia great tract of country quan- 
tities c-f musk-oxen were found on what 
teemed to be old and established f eading i 
grounds. 
| 


"When the Peary and Srerdrup par- 


ties separated Sverdrup's understood in- 
tention was to explore the vast area of 
land and water in and around Jones' 
sound, beyond. Cape Eden, 
I bslievs 


Sverdrup, on the Fram, Is now wintering 
In Jones' sound, and my opinion, which 
Is backed by that of the Dundee whalers, 
is that it will be impossible for theFram 
to com-e home this year. 
The autumn 


has been vary tempestuous and the lea 
was such as to render navigation, next to 
Impossible. 


"The natlvae at Petravic reported that 


they had returned from Fort Conger, 
whither they had gone to victual the 
station. 


"Lieutenant Peary had 200 dogs and 


27 sledg-e-s, but, having underrated the 
difficulties of the journey and not hav- 
ing a sufficiency of food, most of his 
dogs disd. 
He only kept a few natives 


at Fort Co-nger during the summer sea- 
eon, a,n.d th« rest ofv the Esquimaux, with 
Lieutenant Peajy, returned to the settle- 
ment in a few days, so that the journey 
was extremely arduous, and the party 
Buffered great hardships. 


"I am certain that Lieutenant Peary 


Is now wintering- at Fort Conger. "When 
I left Cape York, on the Eclipse, June 3, 
the "Windward was expected to touch 
thereabout the middle of J'.iy, whsre or- 
ders from Lieutenant Peary, which I 
had brought, were left with the Esqui- 
maux. 


"Dr. Stein and myself discovered a 


melancholy record ot' the Sverdrup ex- 
pedition near Fort Magnesia, 
in tha 


grave of Dr. Svensdert, with the inscrip- 
tion: 
'Died, June 9, 1899," which -was 


nearly two months before the arrival oi 
our party." 


Dr. Kann will remain In Dur,d<=3 for 


several days, going then to London, and 
later to Viei.na.

A party can never be successful unless 
it is a party of initiative as well as a 
party of protest . What is left for the 
democratic party to initiate that will 
seriously divide the country? There is 
talk today of adopting as an issue the 
constitutional question, involving the 
alleged new colonial question, but that 
is idle. The supreme court will pass on 
that, probably before the next congress 
meets and, by that time, unless it be 
prop'osed to in some way amend the 
constitution the whole question -nill be 
out of politics. There is practically 
nothing else. 


The trust question is probably an- 


other constitutional question. When 
seriously met, it becomes apparent how 
little can be done toward solving it 
without injuring that principle of 
liberty so dearly cherished and so vital 
to American society.

liberty of trust builders, but that it is 
probably an impossible task to ma- 
terially restrict them without restrict- 
ing all along the line. The placing of 
trusts or large aggregation^ of capital 
on a basis conforming- to that public 
sense of right, justice and 
equality 


must be done and will be done by the 
republican party. All that has been 
done in this direction has been done by

If housekeepers would make it 
n point to see that all cinders and ashes 
are thoroughly sifted daily, they -would 
be surprised at the fuel they would 
eavp. 


After the cinders have been removed 


cold water should be poured over them. 
This causes them to make much better 
fuel when mixed with coals. Better 
and safer fires can be kept up In bed- 
rooms than wits coal alone, safer be- 
cause with cinders there Is no danger 
of sparks flying about 


The best kitchen fire Is made by put- 


ting coal in front, banking up cinders 
behind and then leaving the fire alone. 
To be constantly stirring a fire takes 
all the life out of the coals and also

FARM FOR SILVER FOXES. 


AlaKUa Sinn Will Start m TSevr Indus- 


try in Minnesota. 


Cyrus Clark, whose horns is at .Tu- 


ncau. Alaska, has orsanized a company 
to e=;ablisli a silver fox farm in Mln- 
nesora. 
In speak in;: of the enterprise 


to a reporter of the Chicago Inter 
Ocean Mr. Clnrk said: 


'•Several yrars ago I was in the em- 


ployment of ti5« Alaska Commercial 
company, and in the course of a trip 
uonh 1 visited Middleton island, which 
is about CJOO miles northwest of Sitka 
and GO nii!"s frui.i the coast. Here the 
company has a farm for raising the sil- 
ver fox, and the farm produces thou- 
sands of dollars annually. I decided 
then that I would start a similar farm, 
but that I would locate it nearer civi- 
lization and the fur market. A cold cli- 
mate is necessary for that species of 
fos to thrive and attain its full growth, 
but I am of the opinion that it will do 
as well in Minnesota ns In Alaska. The 
climate In the northern part of the 
state is as cold as where the farm is lo- 
cated in Alaska. 


"The first thing to be procured in 


starting this enterprise Is an island in 
a fair sized iiody of water, and there 
will bo no difficulty to find that in Min- 
nesota. An island is necessary, for It 
would b" impossible to keep the foxes 
in an oidinary Inclosnre. 


"As soon as the company is orsranized 


and a farm ib selected I shall return to 
Alaska for the purpose of procuring 30 
pairs of the most choice silver foxes to 
be found. For the first few years I do 
not expect tha: wo shall make any- 
thing out of the venture, for we would 
not take a single animal from the flock 
during the first four years. They mul- 
tiply rapidly, as eight young foxes are 
nlvvnys born at a time.

There are many traditions and sto- 


ries of escapades at ths Military ac.-'ie- 
my at West Point that are hiuuh'd 
down from class to clnsa. and one of 
the most interesting of these is that re- 
lating to the billiard table, 
tfhonly 


Bfter the civil war the cadets, ;ilv.ay.s 
on the alert for some new scheme r'ur 
amusement, decideo tliat they would 
like to have a billiard table and ac- 
cordingly organized a billiard club. A 
collection was taken u;> with which to 
purchase a table, and a suitable place 
was sought in which to set it up. Until 
tlio present >tt-am heating aj-puratus 
was installed in the cadet barracks, 
about 30 years or more ago, tho heat- 
ing was by means of furnaces. 
The 


basement of the sixth division of the 
barracks was used for coal bins, the 
bins being so arranged that there wns 
a larse one near the center of the 
building, which could only be reached 
by passinK through one of tho others. 
After considering all available places 
this coal bta was h'ually selected as be- 
ing the place least liable to detection, 
for it must be remembered the table 
was unauthorized. 


The table was bought in New York 


and sent to Garrisons, across the river, 
for there was no Wert Short railroad 
In those days. One cold v-.-inter nlsht 
It was hauled by a team of oxen acvoss 
the river on the ice and up the hill and 
was safely stowed away in the coal bin 
before morning. The table was «oon 
set up and became a source of great 
enjoyment to the cadets. 
A keg of 


beer was always kept oil tap, and 
lamps were liuug from the ceiling;, giv- 
ing tlio room a cheery appearance. 
The members of the club used to gath- 
er there at all hours or' the day and 
night, when their presence was not re- 
quired elsewhere by their duties, and 
sit around smoking, drinking nu:l irl!- 
ing stories while two of tiic-m y!;;.> ed 
billiards. 


The authorities soon became aware 


that there was a billiard table some- 
where in the barracks, for they could 
hear the balls clicking together, but 
they could not find it. The cadets con- 
tinued to enjny the privileges of the 
billiard elub for more than a year. 


Finally one n;;rht soon after mid- 


night, as two officers were reti'rniug 
fro:u a convivial evening at the mess, 
they raw two carets, clad in their un- 
derclothing 
and 
dressing 
gowns, 


emerge from the north sallyport and 
disappear down the steps to the ai-p'i- 
way in front of tho barme1:*. In?:r.::i- 
Iy t're thouFjit nf tiie biu'.ar.l table 
Cr-.!i '1 t'l.-ough'tho mlndh of the two 
oflictrs, and they stalled quietly nf^er 
the cadets. Ou rf-acjiinz the basement 
doom.iy of the sixth division tho two 
cadets erfred. and the officers, arriv- 
ing a moment later, saw them climb 
over a pile of coal and enter an open 
door, through which came sounds of 
laughter and conversation and the 
clicking of bulls, -while the air was la- 
den with f ram-ant tobacco smoke. 


The officers paused for a moment 


and hold a whispered consultation. 
Finally deciding that they would tell 
the othor officers of their discovery and 
Lave all of them come down the fol- 
lowing night and enjoy the fuu of a 
raid on the club, they withdrew and 
went home. Next day all the officers 
at the po«t were informed of the dis- 
covery, and it was arranged that the 
raid should occur at midnight. 


All might have gone well, and the 


officers might have had their little fun, 
had it not itet-n that there were threu 
cadets tho previous night instead of 
two. 
The third had forgotten his pipe 


and bad gone back for it, while, the 
other two went on and were discover- 
ed by tho OiS.-vi-;!. 
The third, co'.uirig 


along a moment later, saw the officers 
ani» Quietly followed U,. ;u, observing- 
all 1heir movements raid listening to 
their whitpTrd ccnversnticn. 


V.'lien they '.vitiirliew. he went in r.ua 


tola the meniLc-rs of the club all he ha', 
heard and seen. 
The cadets at once 


realized that it v .is all up with th- 
elub, but tl.-c-y dvterinined to Lave u 
laugh at the expense of the officers.

marie before t'.e club adjourned that 
night. 


The next niyht the officer? met as ar- 


ranged and crept stealthily --lorni tiir 
nreawa." and into the sixth division 
Heari^;; no sound of clicking bails 
some >.ei-.",i-fl» skeptical and concluded 
the whole thing was a hoax, but never- 
theless they pushed ou and climbed 
over the pile of coal. 
Opening the 


door, they were greeted with a glow of 
light, but still no sound. On entering 
they 
found the room deserted, but 


there were the billiard table, an almost 
untouched keg cf beer, several pound' 
of tobacco, ?ome cKiirs and lastly a 
note on the tr.ble. r.-1dresie.l to the offi- 
cers on duty at W«: t Point. The note 
was to tho effect that as the officers of 
the po&t hnd been so kind as to permit 
the club 't> continue its existence for 
more than ;i yenr it desired to present 
to them ithe ofiioers) the table and ail 
its appurtenances, as it was dr-emed 
expedient to wind up the club's affaire. 
The note was signed "The Executive 
Committee." 


The officers, of course, were much 


chagrined at being tlma outwitted by 
the cadets. Nevertheless the table was 
removed to tl>e offlccru" rnrs« nnd. ac- 
cording to tradition, is the one still in 
use there.—Now York Tribune.
